Hofinann et al. (WO 99/46042 & US equivalent 6,291,388) and Hofinann et al. (WO 99/19063 
& US equivalent 6,323,375) are the closest prior art. They disclose similar DMC catalyst to that 
of instant claims 12 and 19; however, they provide no motivation to include at least one bile acid 
or its salt, ester or amide in combination with at least one double-metal cyanide compound and at 
least one organic complex ligand that is not a bile acid, bile acid salt, bile acid ester or bile acid 
amide.
